\ CHECK LIST OF THE ANIMAL PARASITES OF CHICKENS. 

(Galltis doviexiicus.) 

This clieck list is taken from the card catalosne of tlin Zoological Laboratory, 
Bureau of Animal Industry, and contains all of the anima l jiai :i.si tcs of tiie lianiyai d 
fowl recorded up to the present time, so far as it lias beoTi possible to trace llieni in 
veterinary and zoological literature. 'I'lie generic nii.nies are printed in brevier 
antiiiue lover case, ex., Cercomonas ; the generally acciiptedsjiecific names an; given 
in brevier small caps under the generic name, ex., gallix.e. Man}' species have been 
described under more than one name, and on this account the synonyms are also given 
in this list; these synonyms are printed in brevier italics and cross referenced to the 
name adopted for tlie parasite by the most recent authorities, ex., "Coccidium liivoHw 
see C. TENELHi.M." The author's name immediately following the specific name 
refers to the author who first described the parasite under that specific name, and 
the date is the date of the specific name: thus, "C. tenbllum Railliet & Lucet, 
1891" signifies that Railliet and Lncet proposed the name C. teneu.tjm in 1891. If 
an author's name and date are included in parenthesis, and a second author's name 
and date follow the ])iir(!n thesis, the first author and date refer to the specific name, 
the second to the sijecilic combination (binomial) : thus, " IsosPOiiA aviqm (Rivolta,, 
1878) Railliet, 1885," signifies that Rivolta described this parasite in 1878 under the 
specific name avium (i. e., Psoroxperininm avium Rivolta, 1878.) and that Railliet in 
1885 transferred the species to the genus Isospora. In case the word "nec" is com- 
bined with an author's name(6'. IlivoUw Harz, 1886 [mec Grassi, 1881'J), the y)arasite 
described by the second author under the given name is not the same as the one 
described by the first author under the same name. 

In establishing the correct name of any animal, according to the International 
Code, it is necessary to combine the earliest a vailable specific name with the earliest 
available generic name for that animal. A name is available only when it has been 
published with a recognizable description or figure, and when it has not been used 
at an earlier date for another s])ecies (K]>eciiic name) of the same genus or for another 
genus (generic tiame) of the same kingdom. 

In the present list I do not commit myself as to the validity of any species or 
genius, or to the validity of any specific or generic name. The names given are those 
adopted bj' the most recent authorities, but it will bo years before all of tlieso forms 
can be properly studied. In a few cases I have adopted here the " generally accepted 
name," even if it is apparently not the first available name, as I consider it better to 
make changes in nomenclature only when the literature can be given. An historical 
review of the species is, however, out of the question in a check list of this kind.

ADDENDUM: APRIL 10, 1896. 

During the final proof correction 1 have obtainoil a paper by Railliet dated March 
12, 1896, in which he proposes a new generic name Bunodera as a substitute for 
Crossodera Cobbold 1860 [nee Gould, 1837] ; he also propose.? a new genus Choano- 
tseuia for the species Drepanidotaenia infuudibuliformis. The paper arrived too 
late to incorporate the changes in this list. 
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
